ville. 
Newman arrived home last night 
at eleven oh lock and was being tak­ 
en to jail this morning by his father. 
John Newman, when Sheriff Davitt 
and Deputy Sullivan came upon them. 
The boy’s 
father had 
told Sheriff 
Uavitt that if 
Delbert 
ever carne 
heme he would turn him over to the 
authorities and he was carrying out 
his word. 
Sheriff Uavitt immediately got in. 
touch with the state farm and they 
asked him to hold Newman until they 
could come here for him. 
The last 
legislature passed a law making it 
an offense* punishable with from two 
to five years imprisonment for any­ 
one to escape from the farm.

sentence is to be pronounced from 
the court iii tile county where the e s ­ 
cape is made.

People may reflect on the sane and 
judicious answer of Former Presi­ 
dent William Howard Taft, when re­ 
quested for a statement of his views 
in regard to the Lusitania disaster. 
Ile c o u n s e l e d a sober second thought 
and declared that he believed Presi­ 
dent Wilson would act with only the 
highest patriotic motive, and that 
the 
people of the 
United 
States 
should support him because he is 
their executive. 
The first impulse is not always tin* 
one to he abided by in such tunes of 


s t r e s s . 
Although every 
American 
felt hitter at first when the news of 
the wanton murder of hundreds of 
lives, reached here the fair minded 
person will find on more mature re­ 
flection that there are two sides to 
every question and that the one at 
hand is not out of the ordinary. 
Passengers on the Lusitania had 
ample warning that misfortune would 
befall the vessel. 
The warning came 
under the signature of the German 
ambassador to 
the United States. 
Germany had previously proclaimed 
that the coast of the British Isles was 
a war zone and all ships sailing there 
were subject to attack. 
There seems 
to he no excuse, however, tor the wil­ 


fu l sacrifice of many innocent per­ 
sons, w h o lly outside tin1 pale of con­ 
flict, for tin* mere purpose of making 
England understand 
that she 
will 
carry out her threats.

farm more attractive. 
The

school and next to the home.

He counseled a sober second thought 
and declared that he believed Presi- 
dent Wilson would act with only the 
highest patriotic motive, and that 
the 
people of the 
United 
States 


should support him because he is 
their executive. 


The first impulse is not always the 


one to be abided by in such times of 
stress. 
Although every 
American 


felt bitter at first when the news of 
the wanton murder of hundreds of 
lives, reached here the fair minded 
person will find on more mature re- 
flection that there are two sides to 
every question and that the one at 
hand is not out of the ordinary.

ample warning that misfortune would 
befall the vessel. The warning c.amc 
under the signature of the German 
ambassador to the United States.

IT OPENS AT PURDUE TODAY 


Opening Session Devoted to Presen- 


tation of Problem by G. M. 


Frier of University. 


LaFayette, Ind.. May 11.—How to 


make the country church a more in- 
fluential 
factor in rural 
advance- 


ment and the minister a recognized 
leader in the fann.community—this 
is the problem that brought together 
at Purdue University today for a 
three days' conference a large num- 
ber of rural pastors of various de- 
nominations from all over Indiana. 
The meeting is under the auspices of 
the Agricultural Extension Depart- 
ment of the University whose 
ever 


widening scope of activities has been 
extended to a comparatively new 
phase of the rural 
forward 


mcnt, that of the part the 
should playin making life 
on 
the 


farm more attractive. 
The 
rural 


welfare movement that is sweeping 
over the state began on the 
farm 


country life needs attention and the 
country church is a 
factor 
which 


needs rebirth, growth and strength.^ 


Speaking on "The' Church as 
a 


Factor in the Country Life Move- 
ment" Dr. \V. A. Millis, president of 
Hanover College, said: "The cluirch 
sets up the ethical standards of the 
community, it co-ordinates the so- 
cial agencies; 
it is also the agency 


of protest and 
admonition. The 


church should be both the commu- 
nity leader and the check upon all 
that is ill-advised. The true church 
is a. shepherd to its community." Dr. 
Millis does not think that the term 
"decadent church" is at all deserved. 
He admits that there is a degree of 
estrangement 
between 
the 
church 


and the so-called 
practical world, 


but it is not due to any fatal weak- 
ness in the church structure nor to 
society having outgrown the need of 
religion. Rather he attributes it to 
the fact that people have been slow 
to readjust themselves to the princi- 
ples and requirements of socialized 
living which- is fast displacing the 
individualism 
that 
has 
heretofore 


dominated 
life.
